Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 

1952. 


The  report  is  drawn  up  in  many  respects  in  the  same  way  as  last  year,  but  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry,  no  distinction  is  now  made  between 
steam  and  motor  vessels. 

Broadly  speaking,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Report  represents  an  increase  in  the 
tonnage  of  both  foreign  and  coastwise  shipping  dealt  with  and  in  the  number  of 
inspections  and  examinations. 

During  the  year  reference  has  been  made  to  the  duties  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  and  those  of  his  colleagues  who  carry  out  inspectorial  work  in  the  Port,  and 
medical  examination  of  aliens. 

From  the  financial  arrangements  obtaining  between  the  River  Tees  Port  Health 
Authority  and  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation,  whereby  the  sum  of  £100  is  paid  to 
the  Corporation  for  the  administrative  services  of  the  latter's  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  Port  Medical  Officer,  and  a  further  £735  is  paid  for  inspectorial  services  to  be 
carried  out  by  medical  officers  ol  the  Health  Department,  acting  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  one  might  be  led  to  believe  that  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
himself  was  purely  an  administrative  officer,  and  that  the  inspections  and  examinations 
were  performed  by  his  colleagues.  There  is  however,  no  such  thing  as  a  purely 
administrative  Port  Medical  Officer.  It  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  make  some 
of  the  administrative  decisions  required  unless  the  Port  Medical  Officer  himself 
inspected  and  examined,  and  in  effect  about  one  third  of  the  inspectorial  work  and 
of  the  standby  duty  is  performed  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  himself. 

There  are  many  arguments  referred  to  in  my  report  for  last  year,  whereby  it 
is  desirable  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  largest  Riparian  Authority 
should  be  Port  Medical  Officer.  It  must  be  remembered  that  to  carry  out  the  port 
health  administration  successfully,  the  Port  Medical  Officer  must  have  a  working 
knowledge  of  ships  and  their  construction,  of  shipping,  and  of  the  life  and  discipline 
of  those  who  man  and  sail  ships,  and  at  the  present  moment,  your  Port  Medical  Officer 
is  the  only  member  of  the  Middlesbrough  Health  Department's  medical  staff  who 
has  ever  earned  his  living  at  sea.  His  colleagues  are  appointed  by  the  Middlesbrough 
Corporation  to  their  Health  Department  staff,  and  may  or  may  not  have  any  knowledge 
of  ships  and  shipping.  It  is  therefore  desired  to  place  on  record  that  the  duties  of 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  are,  and  must  be  both  administrative  and  inspectorial. 
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I  am  happy  to  report  during  the  year,  the  conscientious  and  good  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Port  and  I  would  say  the  same 
of  the  Rodent  Operatives. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  medical  colleagues  for  loyal  support  and  help. 

We  have  been  greatly  helped  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  by  the  courtesy 
and  prompt  attention  and  co-operation  of  the  masters  of  ships,  their  officers  and  the 
agents  of  the  owners.  We  believe  that  the  Port  Health  Authority's  officers  are  regarded 
by  them  as  friends,  working  with  them  to  help  towards  the  prosperity  and  predominance 
of  British  shipping  and  we  try  to  carry  out  our  duties  with  sympathy  and  understanding 
of  their  difficulties,  and  a  sense  of  the  importance  of  their  work  in  the  cause  of  national 
recovery. 

We  work  on  terms  of  the  most  happy  co-operation  with  H.M.  Customs,  their 
Superintendent  and  officers.  We  have  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  their  launch  when 
it  has  been  inconvenient  to  use  our  own,  and  where  possible,  we  have  reciprocated. 

We  receive  courtesy  and  help  at  all  times  from  the  Harbour  Master  and  his 
staff  and  the  staff  of  the  Dock  and  Wharves. 

The  Physician  Superintendent  and  staff  of  the  Cleveland  Hospital  Management 
Committee — West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital,  have  at  all  times  helped  us  when  we  have 
turned  to  them. 

The  Shipping  Federation's  doctors  have  helped  us  and  exchanged  with  us 
useful  information. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen,  I  have  been  sustained  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  your  confidence  and  support.  I  have  welcomed  the  steady  interest 
shown  in  our  work  by  members  old  and  new  of  the  Authority,  and  I  should  like  to 
tender  my  respectful  thanks  to  you  and  to  your  Clerk  and  deputy  Clerk.

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SECTION  IV  -  INLAND  BARGE  TRAFFIC 
There  is  no  barge  traffic  in  the  River  Tees. 


SECTION  V  -  WATER  SUPPLY. 

(1)  (a)  Source  of  supply  for  the  district  -  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  Middlesbrough 

supply,  which  is  maintained  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board.  This  water  is 
kept  under  constant  supervision  and  is  abundant  and  of  good  quality. 

(b)  For  shipping  -  Vessels  obtain  their  water  from  hydrants  on  the  wharves,  the 
town  supply  serving  these  hydrants.  Occasionally  ships  laid  at  the  buoys  in 
the  river  are  supplied  by  water  boat.  The  two  water  boats  at  present  in  use 
are  kept  under  constant  supervision  ;  the  tanks  are  cleaned  out  weekly  and 
the  boats  are  periodically  inspected  and  samples  of  water  taken  frequently. 

(2)  20  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  mostly  from  the  water  boats. 
Most  of  these  tests  were  satisfactory.  When  unsatisfactory  reports  were 
received,  the  Owners  of  the  vessels  concerned  were  directed  to  empty  the  tanks, 
clean  them  out  and  replenish  with  fresh  water,  after  which  further  samples 
were  taken.  Samples  are  also  taken  from  the  hydrants. 

(3)  Precaution  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes  -  Hydrants 
are  covered  when  not  in  use  and  hoses  stowed  in  lockers. 

(4)  Number  and  sanitary  condition  of  water  boats  and  powers  of  control  by  the 
Authority  -  There  are  at  present  two  water  boats  operating  and  their  sanitary 
condition  is  satisfactory.  Powers  of  control  are  contained  in  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  Sections  3,  141  and  267.  This  Authority  has  no  local  powers  over 
water  boats. 
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SECTION  VI  -  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas  : 

Lists  of  infected  areas  are  compiled  each  week  from  the  Weekly  Record  of 
quarantinable  diseases  and  copies  are  supplied  to  the  Pilots,  H.M.  Customs 
Waterguard,  Harbour  Master  and  Immigration  Officer.  These  lists  are  sent  by 
post  each  Monday  morning. 

(2)  Radio  Messages  : 

(a)  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  up  to  the  present  at  this  port  to  send  permission 
by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the  district.  Arrangements  have  been  made  however, 
to  send  such  messages  through  Cullercoats  Radio  station. 

(b)  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  radio  messages  from  ships  to  be  sent 
direct  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  either  in  plain  language  or  in  code,  using  the 
1931  International  Code  of  Signals. 

(3)  Notifications  Otherwise  than  by  Radio  (Regulation  14  (1)  (b) )  : 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  messages  to  be  sent  by  morse  code  from 
ships  in  Tees  Bay  to  the  light-keepers  on  the  breakwater  and  such  messages  are 
telephoned  to  the  Medical  Officer.  Ships  with  infectious  disease  on  board  are 
then  held  in  quarantine  until  visited  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22  to  30)  : 

There  is  a  mooring  station  in  the  river  situated  at  Eston  No.  4  buoys  v/hich 
is  intended  for  ships  which  are  infected  or  suspected  on  accounr  of  one  of  the 
major  infectious  diseases.  Ships  entering  the  Port  with  a  case  or  suspected  case 
of  infectious  disease,  other  than  one  of  the  major  infectious  diseases  are  allowed 
to  proceed  to  their  place  of  mooring,  but  are  quarantined  until  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  declared  clear. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  -  (a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  : 

Accommodation  is  reserved  at  West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital  for  any  infectious 
disease  case  admitted  from  the  Port. 

(b)  All  contacts  are  kept  under  daily  supervision  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  next  port  of  call  is  intimated.  The  names  and  addresses 
given  by  persons  allowed  to  leave  are  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
for  such  districts. 


(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing 

and  other  articles  : 

Disinfection  of  ships  for  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease 
is  carried  out  by  the  Port  Health  Staff.  Bedding  and  clothing  are  either  burnt 
or  removed  to  West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital  for  disinfection.  Members  of  the 
crew  or  other  persons  on  board  are  also  removed  to  this  Hospital  and  are 
accommodated  in  a  building  reserved  for  this  purpose  whilst  they  are  bathed  and 
their  clothes  disinfected.

SECTION  VII  -  Smallpox. 

(1)  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases  are  sent  from  the  district  : — 

Langley  Park  Hospital  (near  Durham  City). 

(2)  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  Hospital  by  ambulance  : 

In  cases  of  smallpox,  vessels  concerned  would  be  berthed  at  the  quarantine 
buoys  in  the  river  and  cases  would  be  removed  by  the  Authority's  launch  and 
transferred  to  an  ambulance  belonging  to  Middlesbrough  Public  Health  Department 
at  the  ferry  landing. 

(3)  Name(s)  of  smallpox  consultant(s)  available  : 

These  are  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health's  regional  panel  of  consultants. 

(4)  Facilities  for  laboratory  diagnosis  of  smallpox  : 

These  facilities  are  provided  at  the  area  public  health  laboratory. 


SECTION  VIII  -  Venereal  Disease. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  at  the  General  Hospital,  Ayresome  Green  Lane, 
Middlesbrough,  and  all  seamen  found  to  be  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  directed 
to  attend  for  treatment. 

Notices  printed  in  various  languages  giving  full  particulars  of  the  services  of  the 
Clinic,  together  with  times  of  treatment,  are  distributed  on  board  the  vessels. 

Special  notices  have  been  sent  to  all  Consuls,  Vice  Consuls,  Shipping  Agents  and 
the  Missions  to  Seamen,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  facilities  available  to  seamen 
for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases.

SECTION  X-  Observations  on  the  Occurrence  of  Malaria  on  Ships. 

A  sharp  decline  in  the  number  of  malarial  fever  cases  reported  has  been  noted  on 
vessels  arriving  in  this  Port  during  the  past  year.  This  is  probably  due  to  more  effective 
preventive  measures  being  taken.

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SECTION  XII  -  Measures  against  Rodents  in  Ships  from  Foreign  Ports. 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats  -  All  ships  arriving  in  the  Port  from 
foreign  ports  and  as  many  coastwise  vessels  as  is  possible,  are  inspected  by  the  inspector¬ 
ial  staff  and  a  thorough  search  is  made  for  indications  of  rodent  infestation  by  the 
Searchers.  Where  indications  of  rodent  infestation  are  found  traps  are  set  and  specimens 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  in  cases  where  the 
deratting  certificate  has  expired  and  indications  of  rodents  are  found,  the  vessel  is 
ordered  to  be  fumigated. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  of  rodents  - 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination 
of  rodents  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough  General  Hospital.  Forty 
specimens  were  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year,  all  with  negative  results. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships  and  the  methods  used  -  Deratting 
of  ships  at  this  Port  is  almost  entirely  done  by  fumigation  with  H.C.N.  gas.  Cyanosorb 
is  chiefly  used  but  in  some  cases  where  outside  contractors  are  employed,  liquid  cyanide 
is  used.  Most  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  a  local  contractor  -  Messrs.  Ben  Wright 
Sc  Co.  of  Middlesbrough,  but  occasionally  outside  contractors  are  engaged  from  other 
ports.  Each  fumigation  is  supervised  by  the  inspectorial  staff. 

(4)  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships  -  Ship  builders  are  now  giving  a  good  deal 
of  attention  to  rat-proofing  and  most  new  vessels  are  found  to  be  largely  rat-proof. 
Advice  is  given  from  time  to  time  when  rat-proofing  is  not  satisfactory.

SECTION  XIV  -  Public  health  (Shell-Fish)  Regulations  1934  and  1948. 

In  1932  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority  made  Regulations  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1896,  prohibiting  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale  any  mussels,  cockles, 
periwinkles,  or  other  shell  fish  taken  from  within  the  district,  unless  and  until  such 
shell  fish  have  been  re-laid  for  such  a  period  as  may  be  directed. 

There  are  no  beds  laid  in  the  Tees  estuary.  The  River  Police  keep  the  collecting 
of  shell  fish  from  the  bank  of  the  river  under  observation.  All  shell  fish  in  the  area 
are  liable  to  pollution. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the  above  regulations,  or  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of  all  alien  passengers,  including  stow¬ 
aways  arriving  in  the  Port  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  Medical  Officer  to  examine 
them  on  board  before  they  are  allowed  to  disembark. 

(4)  Nature  and  amount  of  Aliens  traffic  : 

The  majority  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  are  pleasure  visitors 
to  this  country,  chiefly  from  the  Scandinavian  Countries.  A  number  also  arrive 
regularly  from  Denmark  bound  for  the  Far  East.  These  passengers  are  granted 
temporary  shore  leave  during  the  vessel's  stay  in  Middlesbrough.  Stowaways 
occasionally  arrive  from  West  African  ports. 

The  total  number  of  aliens  arriving  in  the  Port  during  the  year  was  546. 

(5)  Accommodation  for  medical  inspection  and  examination  : 

Aliens  are  generally  examined  on  board,  but  accommodation  is  available 
at  the  Health  Department,  26  Southfield  Road,  if  it  should  be  required.  184  Aliens 
landed  at  Middlesbrough  during  the  year.  In  addition  362  passengers  not  landing 
at  Middlesbrough  were  granted  temporary  shore  leave.

PROSECUTION  FOR  FAILURE  TO  COMPLY  WITH  ORDER  TO 

FUMIGATE. 

In  October,  1951  the  s.s.  “Atlantic  Duchess,”  then  lying  at  Gray's  shipyard 
at  Graythorpe,  was  ordered  to  fumigate  owing  to  extensive  evidence  of  rodent  infestation 
on  board.  The  order  was  not  complied  with  and  the  vessel  left  for  trials  on  completion 
of  repairs,  and  after  running  her  trials  in  Tees  bay  the  shipyard  workers  were  landed 
at  West  Hartlepool  and  the  vessel  proceeded  on  her  voyage  to  the  United  States  where 
she  loaded  a  cargo  of  oil  for  the  United  Kingdom.  On  arrival  in  the  United  Kingdom 
a  summons  was  served  on  the  Master  to  appear  in  court.  The  case  was  heard  at  West 
Hartlepool  Magistrates  Court  on  the  22nd  January,  1952,  the  Master  being  fined  the 
sum  of  £50.
